T he question of railroad freight adjustment is so gi­ 
gantic and complex that it is not singular that the rates 
of any given community are sometimes erroneous or un­ 
fair. 


T hose best inf >rmed are willing to concede to railroad 
officials, as a whole, the purpose to do every shipping 
com munity substantial justice and to m ake their rates rea- | 
sonahle, and in all respects in accordance with the 1^WJ 
but despite the most conscientious efforts, w rong figures
